REPORT SLATES 
TOWN'S SCHOOL 


A PRIMARY school has been placed 
in special measures just two years 
after it opened following criticism of 
standards of teaching and achieve¬ 
ment by inspectors. 

Ysgol y Waun in Chirk was visited by of¬ 


ficials from Estyn, th 
Ofsted, who judged 
that standards were 
too low and that the 
school’s performance 
unsatisfactory 

No-one from the school 
was available to comment, 
but a senior councillor at 
Wrexham County Borough 
Council said the issues 
raised in the report would 
be addressed as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

The school opened in 2012 
following the amalgamation 
of the former infant and 
junior school in Chirk and 
was visited by inspectors in 
February. 

Standards 

In her report, Estyn in¬ 
spection team leader Re¬ 
becca Lawton said: “Current 
standards in the majority 
of classes do not reflect the 
outcomes of teacher assess¬ 
ment data - they are much 
lower. The wide variation in 
the quality of planning and 
teaching limits pupils’ pro¬ 
gress and achievement, es¬ 
pecially in Key Stage Two.” 

She also noted that ar¬ 
rangements to safeguard 
pupils were “a cause for 
concern”. 

The team of inspectors 
agreed there were unsat¬ 
isfactory prospects for 
improvement as planned 
actions are not monitored 
and staff are not held ac¬ 
countable for their areas of 
responsibility. 

A series of recommen-

dations were made by the 
inspectors at the end of the 
visit, including improving 
the standards of planning, 
teaching and pupil behav¬ 
iour in KS2, raising stand¬ 
ards in ICT, numeracy and 
Welsh across the curricu¬ 
lum and raising standards 
achieved by more able stu¬ 
dents. 

School staff and governors 
will now have to draw up an 
action plan to improve the 
areas highlighted by the re¬ 
port. Progress will be mon¬ 
itored on a termly basis by 
Estyn. 

While most areas of the 
inspection found the school 
to be unsatisfactory, the 
inspectors did judge some 
areas to be adequate, in¬ 
cluding the range of ex¬ 
tra-curricular activities 
on offer, the school’s links 
with the local community, 
church and council, and the 
facilities at both sites of the 
school. 

Councillor Michael Wil¬ 
liams, Wrexham Council’s 
lead member for children’s 
services and education, 
said: “This is very disap¬ 
pointing for the school and 
we can assure everyone that 
staff, governors, pupils and 
parents we will be working 
closely with the school to 
ensure the issues raised by 
Estyn are addressed.” 


Pylon protesters turn out in force

MORE than 150 people joined a pro¬ 
test against plans to put pylons across 
the Oswestry countryside on Monday. 

Young people were among those 
protesting at the British Ironworks 
Centre when Clive Knowles, chairman 
of the company, said the pylons would 
have an horrendous impact on tourism 
in the area. 

His land will be hit by the plans. 

Pylons will be built across swathes 
of countryside if National Grid builds 
a link from windfarms in Mid Wales to 
the National Grid at Lower Frankton, 
near Ellesmere. 

Mr Knowles said: “The protest went 


extremely well and we were very well 
supported by youth from The Centre 
in Oswestry who brought banners 
along. We were very grateful for their 
support. It was the first protest that 
we’ve staged in order to start to raise 
greater awareness of the pylons com¬ 
ing across Shropshire, which will defi¬ 
nitely effect the beauty of Shropshire 
and impact on tourism. It’s absolutely 
horrendous.” 

The British Ironworks Centre has 
plans to open a new 70-acre sculpture 
park on land between its site off the 
A5 and Queens Head after gaining 
more than 20 sculptures from the Mu¬ 


seum of Iron sculpture in Ironbridge 
when it closed last year. 

But Mr Knowles said if the pylons 
go ahead then it could have a severe 
impact on the success of the sculpture 
park and of other tourist attractions 
along the route of the power line. 

A protest meeting organised by the 
British Ironworks Centre will be held 
at Oswestry Golf Club on the A5 on 
May 21 at 7pm. 

Members of the Alliance Against 
Pylons, Shropshire North Against Py¬ 
lons, and Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons will be at the meeting.

Warning 
on votes 
following 
straw poll 

CAMPAIGNERS against 
plans to build homes near 
the base of an Iron Age hill- 
fort have warned local coun¬ 
cillors that they could lose 
their seats if they support 
the scheme. 

A poll carried out by the 
Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort campaign group 
revealed that more than 99 
per cent would not be put¬ 
ting their cross against can¬ 
didates that had backed the 
proposals to build homes in 
the area when local elections 
are held. 

The street poll was car¬ 
ried out among more than 
100 people in Oswestry town 
centre over the weekend by 
members of the group. 

Campaigner Kate Clarke 
said: “We asked members 
of the public if they would 
vote for a candidate who 
had supported the hillfort 
housing proposals, and the 
immediate and almost over¬ 
whelming response was ‘no’. 

“People feel that strongly 
about this issue and about 
the fact that public opin¬ 
ion against the proposals 
is being flatly ignored by 
Shropshire Council. 

“It was a simple straw poll 
to see what people’s feelings 
are towards councillors who 
have been known to support 
the housing proposals near 
the hillfort. 

“The initial response was 
quite overwhelming really.”

Councillor Thomas said 
he fears the situation will 
put off people from visiting 
the area as the busy sum¬ 
mer season approaches. 

He said he had seen road¬ 
works with temporary traf¬ 
fic lights set up and then 
left until the work could be 
carried out days later. 

He said: “Something 
which I think needs looking 
at is how we manage road¬ 
works with temporary traf¬ 
fic lights, certainly in the 
north of the county. 

“You have one person 
come and look at the area, 
then they set up the road¬ 
works, then someone comes 
and puts traffic lights up, 
then they seem to leave it 
and come back days later 
and do the work. 

“I have seen them there 
for up to 10 days at a time 
and I don’t think it gives out 
the right kind of message. 

“People can put up with 
the temporary lights if there 
are workmen there getting 
the job done, they see that 
and appreciate it needs to 
be done. 

“With the busy summer 
season coming up we don’t 
want to put people off visit¬ 
ing the area.” 

Mr Richard Hobbs, Powys 
County Council’s head of 
highways, said it was some¬ 
thing the council had little 
control over. 

He said: “It is something 
we have very little control 
over and the work can take 
as long as they take to com¬ 
plete.”

Pylons protesters have 
plan for giant sculpture 


SCULPTURES should be used to carry elec¬ 
tricity lines to the national network if they 
cross land where a display of iron statues is 
planned, according to the businessman be¬ 
hind the project. 

Clive Knowles, who runs the British Ironworks 
Centre at Aston, near Oswestry, said he had made 
an offer to National Grid to create a giant stag sculp¬ 
ture to carry overhead lines across his company’s 
land. 


And he says he will block 
plans for pylons on his land. 

He said he had been told 
National Grid wanted to set 
up a “monstrous latticework 
pylon” in the middle of the 
tourist attraction next to 
the A5 to carry cables from 
windfarms in Mid Wales 
to the main electricity net¬ 
work. 

Another option put for¬ 
ward by Mr Knowles was 
to run cables underground 
in the area to prevent them 
from affecting the landscape 
near his land. 

Similar proposals to use 
sculptures to carry electric¬ 
ity cables have been used in 
countries such as Sweden 
and Iceland. 

Mr Knowles said: “To 
have the land here, to have 
the metalwork experts here 
and the museum of sculp¬ 
ture which we’re going to 
create, and to have the de¬ 
sire and the drive to do the 
project without asking for a 
penny from anyone else, and 
then to be told that you’re 
going to have a monstrous 
latticework pylon in the 
middle of it is unbelievable. 

“What we are saying is 
that National Grid is not 
going to be permitted to 
come across here. No matter 
how many people we have to 
raise in order to support this 
we will not allow the pylons 
to come across the national 
sculpture park. 

“We have also suggested 
that the British Ironworks 
Centre could create a giant

stag sculpture which could 
carry the overhead line in its 
antlers. This is something 
which has been done in Swe¬ 
den. It is disappointing that, 
so far, the energy company 
has not supported any of our 
suggestions.” 

Mr Knowles made the 
comments as 150 people 
turned out at the centre for 
a protest on Monday. 

A protest meeting organ¬ 
ised by the British Iron¬ 
works Centre will be held at 
Oswestry Golf Club on the 
A5 on May 21 at 7pm. Mem¬ 
bers of the Alliance Against 
Pylons, Shropshire North 
Against Pylons, and Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Against Pylons 
will be at the meeting. 

Mr Knowles said: “We’re 
just starting now to show 
National Grid the strength 
of feeling about not running 
rough-shod across everyone 
in Shropshire and they need 
to work with all the prop¬ 
erties affected, and one of 
those is here.” 

“We want to protect the 
unspoilt beauty of this 
county for future genera¬ 
tions . The young people 
from Oswestry youth cen¬ 
tre ,were brilliant at the 
demonstration here. They 
created their own banners 
in their own style graffiti 
street style and joined 60 of 
our own staff.”

“Its latest reincarnation dates from 
the mid-1800s when the heir to a local 
family, the Parkers of Sweeney Hall, 
took on the challenge of restoration 
and enlargement of the little church 
as well as its decoration. 

“This is one of very few churches in 
the country where the original design, 
rebuild and decorative works are still 
intact.

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Councillor vents fury as 
one-way pledge not met 


Skull in the woods 
mystery deepens

CHANGES to a controversial one-way system are needed urgently 
before someone is seriously injured, a councillor has warned. 

Councillor Ann Holloway, Welshpool town and county councillor, said 
long-awaited tweaks to the town’s road system which were agreed last year 
have still not been made. 

She called on Powys County Council to carry out the work as soon as possible to avoid 
a serious accident happening in the town. 

Richard Hobbs, the authority’s head of highways, said the changes are expected to be 

brought in in the near future. 

The system has been responsible for a 
number of bumps and incidents of people 
driving the wrong way since its launch in 
February 2011. 

At a meeting last October, members of 
Powys County Council’s Montgomeryshire 
committee agreed to make a number of 
changes to the system. 

The changes include the introduction 
of an improved pedestrian crossing by the 
Spar shop in Church Street, a yellow box at 
the Mill Lane/Brook Street/Church Street 
junction and the possibility of enhanced 
pedestrian crossings on Broad Street and 
High Street. 

At the time councillors voted in favour 
of bringing the changes in as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Councillor Holloway said: “The one-way 
system changes agreed by the Montgomer¬ 
yshire Committee last year still have not 
been done and it is absolutely disgraceful. 
I am sick of it, the tweaks have not been 
made and a great number of people in this 
town are in despair over it. 

“If some Powys County Council officers 
came out with me they could see what it is 
like. It is dangerous and I want it sorted 
as soon as possible. It is a matter of time 
before someone gets seriously hurt.” 


THE mystery surrounding a human skull 
found in woodland near Oswestry has deep¬ 
ened after police have revealed it may have 
been taken to the area from elsewhere. 

Five months after it was found, officers 
say they are no nearer unravelling the his¬ 
tory of the skull, despite intensive forensic 
examination. 

Shocked members of a pheasant shoot 
made the macabre discovery on land on 
Sweeney Mountain last November. 

West Mercia Police said detailed forensic 
tests had not provided any answers so far. 

“Carbon dating on the skull has proved 
inconclusive,” spokesman, Richard Ewels 
said. 

“Further scientific tests are now being 
carried out to help determine its age but 
there is no guarantee of being able to estab¬ 
lish a precise date.” 

“The skull is thought to be that of an 
adult male and may have been brought to 
this location from elsewhere,” he said.

IT brought a whole new meaning to the 
term underground cinema. 

An ancient lime kiln was turned into a 
cinema for the day to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of its closure. 

Hundreds of visitors ventured inside the 
historic Hoffmann kiln in Llanymynech, 
near Oswestry - one of only three left in the 
county - to watch The Chaplin Revue, as 
the comedian’s Little Tramp also reaches 
its centenary this year.

An Oswestry businessman 
wants to erect a massive sculp¬ 
ture to carry power lines over his 
property. 

On the face of it you would say 
it’s an absolutely crazy idea but 
on the other hand what a won¬ 
derful spectacle it would be on 
the approach to Oswestry from 
the Midlands. 

Clive Knowles, the brains be¬ 
hind the very successful British 
Ironworks at Aston on the A5 
approach to Oswestry, is a man 
noted for coming up with zany 
ideas. 

But his offer to erect a massive 
sculpture of a stag to carry the 
line across his land instead of 
pylons would certainly capture 
the imagination. 

It’s not a new idea, there are 
other examples in Europe, but 
so far his offer has fallen on deaf 
ears at the National Grid 

The Knowles family moved 
to Oswestry from the Midlands 
and have created a fantastic 
business. Apart from creating 
employment their many bril¬ 
liant sculptures have really put 
Oswestry on the map and they 
have generously donated many 
of their creations to the town. 

Now power companies plan 
to erect a monstrous latticework 
pylon in the middle of the tourist 
attraction to carry cables from 
windfarms in Mid Wales to the 
main electricity network. 

Mr Knowles is right when he 
says this will ruin his business 
and who could blame him for 
turning his back on the town. 

There has to be another way 
and if it’s not Mr Knowles’s bril¬ 
liant idea of a giant stag then it 
has to be underground cables. 
You get the feeling Mr Knowles 
is up for the fight. 


This week we were told there 
is very little hope that potholes 
in Powys will be filled in the 
near future as the county coun¬ 
cil struggles to cope with over 
3,500 miles of damaged roads. 

Severe winters have certainly 
left a toll on the road network 
and it’s bad enough being a car 
driver so I dread to think what it’s 
like for the poor cyclist and mo¬ 
torcyclist. 

The rest of Europe suffered 
similar weather but on a couple 
of recent trips I have not seen the 
same damage as we have here.

Original of Wilfred Owen 
poem is the star exhibit 


Poet's manuscript is star 
of the show as "Last Post” 
exhibition attract crowds 
- Toby Heal reports 

AN original manuscript of the 
most famous poem by Oswest¬ 
ry’s Great War poet Wilfred 
Owen is a highlight of a poign¬ 
ant new exhibition which tells 
the story of an often overlooked 
aspect of the conflict - the role 
of the postal service and postal 
workers. 

The handwritten copy of Dulce et 
Decorum Est, complete with cross¬ 
ings out and amendments, is show¬ 
cased along with an original manu¬ 
script of a lesser-known Owen poem, 
called The Letter, in the exhibition 
called Last Post, which is a partner¬ 
ship between Ironbridge Gorge Mu¬ 
seum Trust and the British Postal 
Museum & Archive. 

The free exhibition is at the Coalbrook- 
dale Gallery, next to Enginuity in Coal- 
brookdale. It was opening last Friday and 
will run until March 27, 015. 

The exhibition is part of commemora¬ 
tions marking the centenary of the out¬ 
break of the Great War and the poems by 
Owen, who was killed in action just days 
before the end of the conflict, have been 
loaned by the British Library. 

Dr Matt Thompson, senior curator of 
the Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust, 
said: “Dulce et Decorum Est, which 
everybody will have studied at school, is 
a hugely important piece of literature. 
There are several versions in existence as 
he redrafted and revised the poem. It’s 
an incredibly powerful element to the 
exhibition and to have that here, in his 
hand, is something.

“Wilfred Owen was Shropshire-born 
and it’s fantastic to be able to make 
that very strong link between Shrop¬ 
shire and this national and interna¬ 
tional story. 

“It’s an unusual exhibition with 
some very powerful stories. If you think 
in terms of the battlefield will, for in¬ 
stance, this was the kind of letter no¬ 
body wanted to receive, scrawled on a 
piece of paper with a stub of a pencil 
by a soldier before going over to the 
top, and beginning ‘in the event of my 
death...’ There are examples of those. 

“We have some specific Shropshire 
elements. The story is really all about 
the role of the postal service in the 
First World War, but also the post of¬ 
fice workers who joined up. There was a 
whole regiment - the Post Office Rifles. 

“It tells of the role of post office com¬ 
munications in the war, of those work¬ 


ing in the postal service, and of those 
who signed up. We have a series of pan¬ 
els which have all these stories repre¬ 
sented and some really startling images 
which people will not necessarily have 
seen before in books because of their 
very specific nature. We have some re¬ 
ally nice hand-tinted lantern slides. We 
think of the past in terms of black and 
white. It isn’t the case. While these im¬ 
ages are in a sense ghostly, they bring 
that element of reality.” 

The Ironbridge museum has been 
working with the postal museum for 
about five years, and there is already a 
Museum of the Post Office in the Com¬ 
munity at Blists Hill Victorian Town, 
which Dr Thompson described as a 
“hidden gem”. 

Chris Taft, of the British Postal Mu¬ 
seum & Archive, said: “The story of the 
role that the post office played in the 


First World War hasn’t been that widely 
told. It’s our job really to tell that story.” 

He said the original manuscript of 
Dulce et Decorum Est had been initially 
sent by Owen to his mother. 

Mr Taft said: “The other poem, called 
The Letter, is a nice poem told from the 
perspective of a soldier who writes back 
home to his wife and during the writing 
of the letter there are explosions and he 
is mortally wounded. At the end of the 
letter he asks his comrade to take over 
the writing of the letter for him. It’s a 
very touching poem.” 

Among the items in the display are let¬ 
ters sent home by soldiers, a copy of the 
original telegram about the cessation 
of hostilities in 1918, various artifacts, 
and a field telephone, together with rare 
images both from the trenches, with 
soldiers writing and receiving mail, and 
from the Home Front. 

Wilfred Owen was an English poet 
whose work was characterised by his 
anger at the cruelty and waste of war, 
which he experienced during service on 
the Western Front. 

Wilfred Edward Salter Owen was born 
on March 18, 1893 in Oswestry,. After 
school he became a teaching assistant 
and in 1913 went to France for two years 
to work as a language tutor. 

In 1915 he returned to England to en¬ 
list in the army and was commissioned 
into the Manchester Regiment. After 
spending the remainder of the year 
training in England, he left for the west¬ 
ern front early in January 1917. 

After experiencing heavy fighting, he 
was diagnosed with shellshock. He was 
evacuated to England and arrived at 
Craiglockhart War Hospital near Edin¬ 
burgh in June. 

There he met the poet Siegfried Sas¬ 
soon, who already had a reputation as a 
poet and shared Owen’s views. Sassoon 
agreed to look over Owen’s poems, gave 
him encouragement and introduced 
him to literary figures such as Robert 
Graves.

A fierce war of words has bro¬ 
ken out between the UK and 
Welsh Governments about the 
delivery of healthcare in Wales 
since devolution. 

The Prime Minister and Sec¬ 
retary of State for Health have 
been particularly scathing. In 
response, the First Minister of 
Wales has dismissed the words 
of David Cameron and Jeremy 
Hunt as unjustified and an at¬ 
tempt to divert attention from 
failings by the Westminster 
based Government. 

Inevitably there’s much confu¬ 
sion about what’s true. So let’s 
consider what’s been happen¬ 
ing. 

Firstly, there’s the NHS budget 
in England. Since the Coalition 
Government took power in 2010, 
the NHS budget has been pro¬ 
tected, increasing only by the 
rate of inflation. 

This represents the tough¬ 
est budget settlement since the 
NHS was established in 1948, 
since when the health budget 
has increased on average by 4% 
above inflation every year. It’s 
been mighty tough on our NHS. 

But in Wales the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment decides what pro¬ 
portion of its ‘Block Grant’ to 
set aside for the Welsh NHS. 
This ‘Block Grant’ is calculated 
pro-rata on a population basis of 
what is spent on devolved ser¬ 
vices in England. 

It would be reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that the Welsh NHS budget 
would have increased by inflation 
as well. But over the last 4 years, 
the Welsh Government has giv¬ 
en less priority to the Welsh NHS 
and reduced its budget by 8%. 

The Welsh Government has 
also decided to make prescrip¬ 
tions free to all. As surely as 
night follows day, these deci¬ 
sions have led to major financial 
problems in Wales. 

Devolution was not meant to 
create an iron curtain between 
NHS services in England and 
Wales. The NHS is a great British 
institution where dedicated doc¬ 
tors and nurses serve the peo¬ 
ple. Cross-border name calling 
helps no-one. 

I was shocked last week to 
hear two Labour MPs make un¬ 
true accusations about Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospitals. What 
the people deserve is grown up 
politicians focussing on deliver- 
ing the best possible NHS. _

IF I ASSIGN THE LEASE ON MY BUSINESS PREMISES 
WILL I BE EXEMPT FROM FUTURE LIABILITY? 

Q: I have outgrown my leased business premises and want to move. There is still almost two years left to run on my lease, but I have a friend who is keen to take over the 
premises and the lease. If I assign the lease to him will it exempt me from future liability for the premises? 

A: Before you can assign the lease for the premises you will probably need to get the consent of the landlord. Under the terms of a standard lease the landlord cannot 
‘unreasonably’ withhold consent; it is normally the case that he or she can impose certain conditions, so it would be wise to seek proper legal advice about your specific lease. 
The landlord will want to know that the proposed new tenant is financially viable before agreeing to let him take over the lease and may request proof including accounts, 
together with business, personal and sometimes bank references. The landlord will probably also want to run a credit check, which he may require you to pay for. Additionally 
he may request a deposit or a guarantee if the new tenant is a limited company 

If the lease began prior to 1st January 1996, irrespective of whether you may have taken it on after that date, you will be liable to the landlord for all future payments under 
that lease even if the lease is assigned to someone else. If the lease began after 1st January 1996 you will probably still be required to guarantee payments by the person to 
whom you have assigned the lease under an authorised guarantee agreement 

For the assignment of the lease you, your landlord and the proposed new assignee will each need separate legal representation, and it would be usual for you to be responsible 
for payment of fees in respect of yours and your landlord’s solicitors.

This little boy is one of 25 
officially confirmed cases, although 
experts believe there may be hundreds 
more. 

This is terrible news and the saddest 
thing of all is that in 1999 Syria was 
declared Polio free - it is the war and 
chaos that comes with it that has al¬ 
lowed Polio to return. 


In July 2013 the first case of paraly¬ 
sis from Polio was officially diagnosed 
and fears that this appalling condition 
had returned to Syria were confirmed. 
Since the war began the vaccination 
rates amongst Syria’s children have 
fallen to 68%, a truly worrying level. 

It was uplifting to hear that UN 
agencies are planning to vaccinate a 
further 22 million children but I fear 
that lasting damage has already been 
done. Polio is a disease that can affect 
a nation for decades. Britain has been 
declared free of Polio for many years 
now but we are still living with the ef¬ 


fects. The British Polio Fellowship is 
here to help thousands of British peo¬ 
ple living with the late effects of Polio 
and Post Polio Syndrome (PPS). 

People with PPS may develop a va¬ 
riety of symptoms in later life, includ¬ 
ing muscle pain, weakness and fatigue.

A strategy to attract more traders and shop¬ 
pers to Oswestry’s outdoor market is being 
launched with free wi-fi, stalls for a tenner 
and scouting trips to other markets among 
the ways the council intends to boost its at¬ 
traction. 

With the indoor Powis Hall market full, the coun¬ 


cil - which runs the oper¬ 
ation - is now turning its 
attention to attracting 
new stallholders to the 
outdoor markets on the 
Bailey Head. 

About 20 traders set up 
their stalls on the Bailey 
Head each Wednesday while 
the smaller, Saturday mar¬ 
ket attracts a dozen each 
week. 

Although numbers are 
holding their own compared 
to last year, the market like 
others across Britain has 
seen a decline over the past 
two decades as shoppers 
turn to supermarkets and 
the internet. 

Oswestry town coun¬ 
cil’s markets and car parks 
committee, which meets to¬ 
night, will debate a report 
on attracting new market 
traders. 

Markets manager, 
Mr David Clough, said: 
“Oswestry markets have 
performed collectively bet¬ 
ter over the last 12 months, 
compared to previous years,

boosted by the improved 
weather of 2013. 

“The indoor market re¬ 
mains fully attended and 
continued efforts will be 
made to increase the num¬ 
ber of outside traders. 

“The ‘Stalls for a Tenner’ 
campaign has really helped 
in attracting some new trad¬ 
ers. But the problem often 
lies in keeping the traders 
once they have visited as 
often their takings have 
been disappointing.”

THE art of cooking with venison has 
been revealed to Oswestry catering 
students by TV celebrity chef Marcus 
Bean. 

Hospitality and catering students at 
Scholars Restaurant, at the Oswestry 
campus of Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College, took part in the master 
class. 

The session was given by Mr Bean at 
Brompton Cookery School at Atcham 


near Shrewsbury and he was joined 
by David Maughan, a master butcher 
from the Attingham Park estate, who 
gave a butchery demonstration. 

College spokesman Lucy Evans said: 
“Marcus demonstrated the techniques 
of sous vide and presented the stu¬ 
dents with a cookery challenge to use 
a range of ingredients and flavours to 
cook a venison dish within one hour. 

“The dish needed to include wild 


garlic as a feature ingredient and re¬ 
flect the students’ individual style and 
practical skills.

Brownfield 
land set to 
be caravan 
sales site 

THE site of a former house¬ 
hold recycling centre will be 
used to sell caravans, it has 
been confirmed. 

The vacant brownfield 
land on Maesbury Road in 
Oswestry which was used 
as a recycling centre until 
five years ago represents an 
“ideal opportunity” to bring 
new business and jobs to the 
town, according to Shrop¬ 
shire Council planning of¬ 
ficers. 

A bid by Oswestry Car¬ 
avans to use an open, 
hard-surfaced area of the 
site to sell static and tour¬ 
ing caravans was approved 
by members of the north 
planning committee. 

The recycling centre 
closed in 2009 and was re¬ 
placed by a new £3 million 
plant at Mile Oak Industrial 
Estate which is used by the 
public today. 

Addressing a meeting at 
Shirehall in Shrewsbury, 
the council’s principal 
planning officer, Matthew 
Farmer, said:“This site pro¬ 
vides an ideal opportunity 
for a new business to move 
into Oswestry, bringing 
with it potential employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

The proposed display and 
retail of static and touring 
caravans is an appropriate 
use for the site as it can 
be carried out without any 
ground works.” 

No objections were re¬ 
ceived.

Windfarms and pylons 
effect on tourism revealed 


PYLONS and windfarms planned for Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales would have a negative 
effect on the tourism industry, a new report 
has claimed. 

The Welsh Assembly’s environment and sustaina¬ 
bility committee said areas in other countries where 
windfarms had been built had seen a fall in tourists. 


Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said the 
report is proof plans to build 
turbines and pylons in Mid 
Wales should be thrown out. 

Mr George said the Mid 
Wales economy would be 
dealt a “hammer blow” 
should plans for the area get 
the go-ahead. 

Powys County Council 
and campaign group The 
Alliance, is fighting plans 
to build windfarms in Lla- 
nbadarn Fynydd, near Lla¬ 
ndrindod Wells; Llaithddu, 
near Newtown; Llandinam, 
near Llanidloes; Llanbry- 
nmair, near Machynlleth; 
Carnedd Wen, near Machy¬ 
nlleth, with a 132kV over¬ 
head electric line connection 
from a Llandinam windfarm 
to the Welshpool substation. 

The plans are subject to 
an ongoing public inquiry 
in Welshpool. The report 
looked at the economic 
impact of windfarms and 
electricity infrastructure 
on the tourism industry. 
It said “tourism displace-

ment” which has happened 
in other countries is “likely 
to be the case in Wales”. 
The report states that, while 
there were few local case 
studies, there was anecdo¬ 
tal evidence which showed 
visitors had stayed away be¬ 
cause of windfarms. 

It also highlighted that 
“certain locations” in Wales 
are more sensitive to wind- 
farm development due to 
their landscapes, types of 
visitor, limited product di¬ 
versity and proximity to 
windfarms and that the 
more rural parts Powys 
would fall into this category. 

Mr George said: ““Local 
economies across Mid Wales 
face a hammer blow from 
the additional infrastruc¬ 
ture that comes with wind 
farms - and the potential 
for tourism displacement is 
huge. Yet the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment continues to standby 
its TAN 8 planning guid¬ 
ance which has encouraged 
developers to Mid Wales.”

Ms Knight has now visited Welshpool 
airport to make a donation to the charity 
and to meet the paramedics who saved her, 
Rhodri Thomas and Karen Davies. 

She said: “The doctor told me if it wasn’t 
for the helicopter I would not have made it, 
so you can imagine how I feel at 93 years 
of age. 

“I was back at home just a few days later, 
and I can’t thank the crew enough.” 

She added: “I always fancied a ride in an 
air balloon but never thought I would get 
in a helicopter. I have even gained the title 
‘wonder woman has landed’ by my friends 
and family.” 

Ms Knight decided to donate £20 to the 
charity, and was already a member of its 
Lifesaving Lottery scheme, donating £1 
every week. 

Wales Air Ambulance relies entirely on 
donations from the public to operate their 
three helicopters protecting people all 
across Wales. 

Each helicopter can be launched within 
three minutes of receiving an emergency 
call, and from any of their three airbases 
in Welshpool, Swansea and Caernarfon, a 
helicopter can be anywhere in Wales within 
just 20 minutes. 

The charity has carried our more than 
18,700 missions since its launch on St Da¬ 
vid’s Day in 2001.

“It could be many months or even years 
until they get attended to and I know this 
is unsatisfactory to some, but that is how 
it works.”

Judge rules sword killer 
deserves 12-year jail term 


A teenager who killed a young dad by stab¬ 
bing him with a Lord of the Rings-style sword 
in an attack in an Oswestry street fully de¬ 
served his 12-year sentence, top judges have 
ruled. 

Richard Adam Reece, now 19, stabbed the orna¬ 
mental sword into Danny Jones’s stomach after a 


“minor scuffle” turned 
deadly, London’s Appeal 
Court heard. 

Reece, of Lord Street, 
Oswestry, was detained for 
12 years at Birmingham 
Crown Court after he was 
convicted of manslaughter 
in November last year. 

But his case reached the 
Appeal Court as he chal¬ 
lenged his sentence, which 
his lawyers claimed was too 
harsh in light of his youth 
and the facts of the case. 

The two friends had 
rowed after a protracted 
drinking session, Lady Jus¬ 
tice Sharp told the court. 

The judge - who accepted 
that Mr Jones had been the 
“aggressor” during part of 
the tussle - said Reece then 
provoked his former friend 
by leaping up and down on 
top of his car. 

The “enraged” Mr Jones, 
from Chirk, chased Reece 
around the Oswestry car 
park where the pair had 
clashed, soon after which 


by lain St John 

Reece went home. But he 
later emerged brandishing a 
“short ornamental sword”, 
said the judge, advancing on 
Mr Jones despite witnesses’ 
pleas for him to put it down. 

The 21-year-old victim 
“did not back down” and 
the two men “came together 
with Reece stabbing Mr 
Jones in the stomach”, the 
court heard. 

Lady Justice Sharp, sit¬ 
ting with Mr Justice Spen¬ 
cer and Mrs Justice Simler, 
pointed to “harrowing” 
statements submitted by Mr 
Jones’s mother testifying to 
her devastation at the “loss 
of her only child”. 

She said: “Reece esca¬ 
lated this incident, which 
had been a minor scuffle, 
leaving the car park to 
arm himself with a lethal 
weapon, the sword. 

“In these circumstances 
we do not consider that the 
sentence passed was mani¬ 
festly excessive.”

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Outlander: Going hybrid

Could it be possible that there 
is a two-litre, four-wheel-drive 
vehicle out there that does 
148mpg? 

Well there is and it arrives in UK show¬ 
rooms next month with the unveiling 
of Mitsubishi’s Outlander Plug-In Hy¬ 
brid (PHEV) - branded by the compa¬ 
ny as the best 4X4 SUV in the UK. 

And it’s the model which might just save 
the ailing company, with Mitsubish having 
suffered more than most from a disastrous 
exchange rate. 

Mitsubishi has thrown everything but the 
kitchen sink at this launch of a really prac¬ 
tical vehicle which qualifies for the Govern¬ 
ment’s £5,000 plug-in care grant. 

The company is convinced the timing is 
right for the arrival of a vehicle emitting just 
44g/km, meaning there is no road tax to 
pay. 

And while only budgeting for UK sales of 
just 3,000 vehicles this year, Mitsubishi has 
the capacity to supply as many as 10,000 
should sales really take off, and have the 
company car driver right at the top of their 
target list. 

For the middle-manager, this Outlander 
is a no-brainer. While the Government’s 
£5,000 grant is still available, it will easily 
be one of the cheapest models in the SUV 
sector with tax advantages equating to a 
massive pay rise for company car drivers. 

What it all means is that with a bene¬ 
fit-in-kind rate of five per cent, a 40 per cent 
taxpayer will pay only £665 per year - a 
massive saving. 


So how does it all work? There’s all-elec¬ 
tric operation for everyday use, which 
means almost silent motoring, and engine 
power for longer journeys, giving com¬ 
bined fuel figures of an amazing 148mpg. 

Twin motors deliver power to the wheels, 
replacing the propeller shaft system, to 
provide better response and reduce fric¬ 
tion loss. 

There’s a 32.5-mile range on electric 
power only, which exceeds the UK average 
of 25 miles. 

The cost of plugging in at home is less 
than £1.50 per night. 

A lot depends on the individual driver 
when calculating the cost per mile. After 
less than a day behind the wheel, I had 
soon worked out how to get the best out 
of the system. 

Spacious 

Mitsubishi makes a point of saying there 
has been no compromise from the rest of 
the range with this launch. It’s still a spa¬ 
cious and well-equipped five-seater with 
only three per cent less boot space than 
other models in the Outlander range. And 
at 11 seconds for 0-60mph, is better than 
the diesel version. 

Careful development of the Outlander 
PHEV’s architecture and safety equipment 
means the all-new vehicle achieves an im¬ 
pressive five-star Euro NCAP safety rating. 

Super All Wheel Control is standard on 
all models along with seven SRS airbags 
and Reinforced Impact Safety Evolution 
safety body, so the Mitsubishi Outlander 
PHEV is fully equipped to protect occu¬ 
pants in the event of a collision. 

The range topping GX4hs comes with 
the advanced e-assist safety system: Lane 
departure warning, forward collision miti¬ 



gation and clever adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol technology. 

It also has an Acoustic Vehicle Alert¬ 
ing System, which produces an audi¬ 
ble warning sound to alert pedestrians 
when in EV mode. 

This can be heard whenever the 
vehicle is in motion, up to a speed of 
22mph. 

The range will start with a GX3h spec¬ 
ification. This has the following key 
items: 18in alloy wheels, cruise control, 


dual-zone climate control, air condi¬ 
tioning, privacy glass, electric folding/ 
heating mirrors with indicators, leather 
steering wheel, steering wheel audio 
controls and Bluetooth. 

The GX4h has: Sat-nav with HD 
seven-inch touchscreen, wide-beam 
headlamps, heated front seats/power 
driver’s seat, reversing camera, leather 
seats, DAB radio, electric sunroof and 
power tailgate. 

The GX4hs has: Adaptive cruise con¬ 


trol, forward collision mitigation system 
and lane departure warning. 

Every new model seems to come up 
with a new gimmick and the Outlander 
is no different. 

For an extra £1,000 you get a mobile 
app and timers to control heating, cool¬ 
ing and charging. 

This means you can clear those frosty 
windows in the winter from the comfort 
of your bed even before getting up in 
the morning.

Golf ahead of the field 


Commercial feature 


Wrexham Volkswagen is cele¬ 
brating the 40th birthday of the 
most successful European car 
of all time - the Golf. 

More than 30 million vehicles of the 
best-seller have been sold and from 
the first to the seventh generation, the 
Golf has been a pioneer of technolog¬ 
ical progress. 

Golf Mk I: The first series production Golf 
rolled off the assembly line in Wolfsburg on 
29 March 1974. Where for decades the 
Beetle and thus rear-mounted engines 
and rear-wheel drive had dominated the 
scene, a new era had now dawned, that of 
the transversely mounted front engine and 
front-wheel drive. 

Golf Mk II: As of August 1983, passen¬ 
gers no longer sat quite so close to each 
other, as use of space had been improved 
once more. 

Converter 

It was then on the Golf that the regulated 
catalytic converter was introduced (1984), 
anti-lock braking system (ABS, 1986) and 
power-steering to the lower medium class. 

In 1986, syncro was introduced, open¬ 
ing up the option of all-wheel drive in the 
Golf class. 

Golf Mk III: With the launch of the third 
generation Golf in August 1991, Volkswa¬ 
gen heralded a new era of safety. This 
Golf was the first of the series to have front 
airbags, starting in 1992, while major ad¬ 
vances in the area of car body construc¬ 
tion also resulted in significantly improved 
crash safety. 

In addition, numerous other technolog¬ 


ical milestones of the model range are 
linked to the third Golf. 

Golf Mk IV: The Mk IV crystallised the 
clear, precise design that lived up to the 
history of the Volkswagen brand more than 
ever before while setting its course to the 
future. With the debut of Electronic Sabil- 
ity Control (in 1998), the car continued to 
democratise safety. Also in 1998, Volkswa¬ 
gen unveiled the first all-wheel-drive Golf 
with a Haldex clutch - the Golf 4MOTION. 

One year later, ESC became a standard 
feature, initially in Germany. 

Golf Mk V: In comfort as well as dynam¬ 
ic performance, the Golf Mk V scored in 
numerous areas, including: its new four- 
link rear suspension, seven-speed DSG, 
bi-xenon headlights, panoramic sliding 
sunroof, plus the world’s first twincharger 
(in the 2006 TSI), combining turbo and su¬ 
percharger. 

In 2006, the Golf Plus made its debut 
and then 12 months later the CrossGolf, a 
new estate and the extremely fuel-efficient 
Golf BlueMotion (4.5 1/100 km or 62.8 mpg) 
arrived int he showrooms. 

Golf Mk VI: In just four years, a further 
2.85 million Golf cars had been produced 
by the end of July 2012, based on the sixth 
generation of the car launched in 2008. 
And once again safety made great advanc¬ 
es too. 

The car body was so rugged that it 
passed the EuroNCAP crash test with 
flying colours, gaining the maximum five 
stars. Meanwhile, more TSI engines and 
a transition among the turbodiesel engines 
(TDI) from unit injection to the common rail 
system resulted in greater dynamic perfor¬ 
mance and lower fuel consumption. 

Golf Mk VII: On 4 September 2012, 
Volkswagen celebrated the world premiere

of the seventh generation Golf. The weight 
of the new Golf was reduced by up to 100 
kg, thereby reversing the often cited up¬ 
ward weight spiral. Fuel economy was 
also improved by up to 23 per cent. The 
new Golf TDI BlueMotion consumes only 
3.2 1/100 km (88.3 mpg) (equivalent to 85 
g/km of C02) under standard NEDC con¬ 
ditions. 

In addition, Volkswagen has equipped 
the Golf with an entire armada of new as¬ 
sistance systems - some as options and 
others as standard. In 2014, Volkswagen 
electrified the compact class with the 


all-electric e-Golf, which has a range of 
around 190 kilometres is already available 
to buy. 

In addition, the new Golf GTE will be 
launched this autumn. Its plug-in hybrid 
drive system achieves a standard fuel 
consumption of 1.5 1/100 km; in all-electric 
mode, the Golf GTE can be driven for 50 
kilometres. 

In the summer of 2013 the 30 millionth 
Golf was built.

Talented teen's Commonwealth target 


ADELE NICOLL’S goal for this year is sim¬ 
ple - qualify for the Commonwealth Games 
and represent her native Wales - and the 
Welshpool athlete believes she is well placed 
to realise a sporting dream, writes RYAN WAL¬ 
TERS. 

The 16-year-old competes in the shot put 
and discus, with the former being the event 
she reached new heights in 2013 with an ap¬ 
pearance at the World Youth Championships 
in the Ukraine. 

An llth-place finish there, coupled with a 
clean sweep of victories in the shot through¬ 
out the entire domestic season, marked a 
breakthrough that has the Birchfield Harrier 
on the cusp of a first major senior champion¬ 
ship appearance. 

To qualify former Oswestry Olympian 


Nicoll is targeting to throw 15 metres - the 
‘B’ standard - on two occasions and with en¬ 
couraging signs in training that her personal 
best of 14.33m is under serious threat of be¬ 
ing broken, she believes everything is going 
to plan. 

“It would definitely be the biggest achieve¬ 
ment to date to qualify for Glasgow and the 
biggest learning curve and experience,” said 
the Walford and North Shropshire College 
pupil. 

“To go out there as a 17-year-old Welsh 
athlete would be amazing and to wear that 
vest is something I have always wanted to do. 

“Getting my first GB vest and going to the 
World Youth Championships was definitely 
the highlight of last year and I won all of the 
domestic championships and was undefeated 


in the shot in my own age group. 

“I learned a tremendous amount from the 
World Youth Championships as it was about 
me as an individual and you realise how im¬ 
portant the relationship you have with your 
coach is. 

“Everything changes at that level as the 
intensity increases due to the pressure on 
everyone. You have to deal with that and 
having to qualify for a final as well which was 
a new experience. 

“I don’t think I can throw the ‘A’ stand¬ 
ard to qualify for Glasgow but if I get two ‘B’ 
standard throws of 15 metres with a 4kg shot 
then I can get there.”

SAINTS' SEASON IS 
NOT FINISHED YET

THE title may be won, but The New Saints chief Craig 
Harrison warned there will be no let-up in the coming 
weeks as the Welsh Premier champions look to sign off 
another triumphant campaign in style. 

The Saints sealed a third straight title - and record eighth in all - after gain¬ 
ing the point they needed with last Saturday’s 1-1 draw with chief rivals Airbus 
UK at Park Hall. 

But they still have three 
league games remaining, 
starting with a tricky trip to 
Bangor City on Good Friday 
(2.30), and Harrison insists 
his players will remain on 
their mettle ahead of next 
month’s Welsh Cup final 
with Aberystwyth Town at 
Wrexham’s Racecourse. 

“We’ve got three league 
games left, and the good 
thing is no-one is going to be 
complacent as they all want 
to be involved in the Welsh 
Cup final,” said the club’s 
director of football. 

Chance 

“In those three games, 
everyone is going to play a 
part and get a chance, and 
they’ll want to do well and 
give us a selection headache 
for the final. 

“It’s a cup we really want 
to win, and if we can, it will 
be a fantastic finish to the 
season as we plan for anoth¬ 
er summer in the Champi¬ 
ons League.” 

The Saints are close to 
full strength, although for¬ 
ward Alex Darlington is a 
long term absentee with a 
broken bone in his foot. Ste¬ 
ve Evans and Scott Ruscoe 
are back in training, but are 
unlikely to figure until later 
in the year. 

Harrison, meanwhile, 
praised the way his side 
handled the expectation 


levels after clinching a third 
successive Welsh Premier 
title. 

Despite a nervy finish, 
in which the second placed 
Airbus levelled with a de¬ 
batable penalty, the Saints 
did enough to pick up the 
point needed to seal the 
championship with three 
games remaining. 

They have now won the 
league a record eighth time, 
and Harrison says the latest 
success shows how well his 
side have dealt with being 
the front runners all season. 

“The biggest satisfac¬ 
tion for me this season is 
the way the players have 
handled the pressure with 
expectation levels so high 
after winning the league 
the two previous years,” he 
said. 

“With the resources we 
have, we are expected to 
be successful, which brings 
with it a lot of pressure. 

“It means that we are 
there to be shot down, but 
we have coped with that 
pressure incredibly well. 

“We have played 29 
league games this season 
and lost just twice, and our 
last defeat at home was back 
on November 24, 2012, and 
that record speaks for itself. 
Not only have we matched 


expectation levels, but we 
have exceeded them.” 

He added: ‘Airbus have 
made it tough for us this 
season, we have drawn with 
them four times. 

“But we’re nine points 
clear of them, and that lead 
could be more at the end, 
so it shows we’re worthy 
champions. 

“It was a proud day for 
the club as we have made 
history by winning the title 
eight times, more than any 
other club.” 

Mike Wilde gave the 
newly crowned champions 
a 32nd-minute lead when 
slotting in a loose ball fol¬ 
lowing a poor back pass 
from Ashley Williams, but 
Airbus levelled four min¬ 
utes from time with a penal¬ 
ty from sub Tom Field after 
keeper Paul Harrison was 
ruled to have pulled back 
Jason Os well on the goal 
line following a corner. 

Craig Harrison added: 
“We made hard work of it 
at the end, but we fully de¬ 
serve the title as we have 
shown to be the best team 
over the season.” 

After taking on Bangor 
City on Friday, the Saints 
face another testing after¬ 
noon trip to Rhyl on Easter 
Monday (3pm).
